to the conference on the Imitation of 
armaments, took his turn upon the 
newspapermen's rack this even'ng. 

In accordance with the plan of the 
British delegation to have one of the 
empire representativeg grant an in- 
terview to the correspondents each 
evening Sir Robert met over a hund- 
red of the reporters in the British 
headauarters at the navy building at 
six o'clock. He was third on the lst 
of British targets for 
queries. Mr. Balfour and Lord Lee 
having been tnterviewed on the pre- 
vious evenings. 

The meeting is somewhat of an or- 
deal for the delegate, for the majority 


of the newspapermen spend most of, 


the time taken up in "their long jour- 
neying between the different head- 
quarters in thinking up trick ques- 
tions to hurl at his head with ithe ob- 
ject of luring hiin into divulging some 
information they are not legitimately 
to. 

Sir Robert, however, is familiar 
wit hthe wiles of the reporter and 


he came through thé test with fly-| 


ing colors. A; dozen or more ind's- 
creet questions were tactfully anid 
courteously turned asid* and .several 
which were within the bounds of:what 
it was legitimate to" “were 
answered. Then someon. mentioned 
the “mush-bagot. agreement” and 
the correspondents found themeelves 
listening {th interest. to a little talx 
on the relationship between Canada 
and the Unitef States. After outlin- 
ing clearly and concisely the negotia- 
tions of 1817 whieh Jed to ths agree- 
ment respecting the exclusion of war 
vessels from the Great Lakes, Sir 
Robert explained how th? original 
pact has been extended to dispense 
with armament along the whole in- 
ternational boundary. Th: example 
which Canada and the United States 
had shown the world in holding stead- 
fastly to this agreement for over a 
certury and living side by side in a 
complets spirit of friendliness and 
accord, he suggested, might well be 
ecnsidered by the nations assembled 
here for the present conference. 
Another remarkab'e example of in- 
ternational co-operation which was of 
particular interest at the present 
time, Sir Robert continued, was the 
creation of the International Joint 
commission in 196%. Sir Robert gave 
the correspondents a very clear out- 
line of the operation of this imterna- 


tional court for the settlement of in-| 


ternational disputes, pointing out the 
ways in which it had been of inestim- 
able benefit to both countries. 

Incidentally, Canada’s conference 
representative proved himself a sort 
of walking Canadian encyclopedia, In 
response to requests he gave a fun 
of information regarding the Domin- 
ion. Some of ghe quaitions posed by 
the United States reporters indicated 
a need for the diffusion of informa- 
tion concerning Canada, in this section 
of the globe, One wanted tg know 
whether Canada proposed to scrap her 
“fortifications” on the Pacific, An- 
other aeked Whether Sir Robert did 
not believe that the consummation of 
reciprocity between Canada and the 
United States would serve to bring the 
two nations still closre together. 
“Ae 1 am not a member of tue Canadian 
government”, Sir Kabert replied, amid 4 
general laugh, “T wust ask you to excuse 
me from discussing questions of fiscal 
policy.”

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Alberta Scores a Gain 
of Over Fifty Per Cent. 

All things considered, Alber- 
tans have cause to be very well 
satisfied with the report of the 


census-takers. For the last seven | 


years of the past decade the con- 


ditions have been such as to prac- | 


tieally paralyze immigration; and 
m the year preceding conditions 
Geveloped which seemed to show 
that the country could not go on 
absorbing new-comers in any- 
thing like the numbers of pre- 
vious years. War or no war, the 
outlook in 1913 was for a slowing 
down in the inward movement, 
and a corresponding t 
in the rate of growth of the popu- 
lation of the Western provinces. 
When war came the movement 
stopped, and it has not yet got 
back to even a modified normal. 
Despite these forbidding cir- 
cumstances it is found that the 
population of Alberta in the ten 
year period has gone up from 
374,663 to 581,995, an advance of 
207,332, or of 55.34 per cent. 
That is to say, the population of 
1911 has been increased by sub- 
stantially more than one-half. 
There are now three people in Al 
berta for each two who Avere here 
ten years ago. That would be a 
fair rate of growth for a ten y 
period in anything but boom 
times. For growth in war time, 
and after deducting the losses due 
to the war and to the ‘‘flu’’ epi- 
demic which swept the land three 
years ago, it is decidedly good. 
One most favorable feature of the 
report is the showing that it is in 
the country, rather than in the 
cities and towns that the growth 
has oceurred, Of the cities, only 
two—Edmonton and Medicine 
Hat—show a gfireater percentage 
growth than the 55.34 per cent. 
gain registered for the whole pro- 
vince. Of the towns only 6ix 
grew faster than the province as 
a whole. The great bulk of our 
new population is on the land. 
The six cities in the province

British Admiralty Suspends = 
_ All Work on Four Battle Ships 
| Being Built of Super Hood Sype 


London. Nov. 18—The admiralty 
announced today, that it had ordered 
the cessation of al] work on the four 
battleships of super-Hood type. The 
shipbuilding firms were notified yes- 
terday not to incur any further biabil- 
ities on new paval construction until 
further notice from the admiralty. 

These contracts were awardod only 
two weeks ar. 

Officials explained that the prac- 
tical effect of the admiralty’s order 
would be the absolute cessation of all 
work on warships pending 
come of Ue Washington confen nce, 

Three of the ships were to have been 
built on the Clyde and the fourth at 
Newcast]pon-Tyne. 

Actual Construction Not Betar- 

The admiralty order halts work on 
all the new warships authorized by 
parliament. Actual construction has 
not yet begun although it is under- 
stood virtually all the preliminary 
work has be n completed. 

The four ehips were to cost about 
£32.000,000 in all and the butk of this 
sum will be saved by the government, 
as a comparatively small sum ie ¢ 
the constructors for the work al- 
ready accomplsh™. 

The sdniiraity order caused .con- 
eternation alg the Clyde, where 
there j¢ much unemployment which 
was expected to be alleviated by the 
work on the warships. 

The plans of the British admiraity 
for capital ship construction appear 
to have been modified from time to 
time in the three years since the war, 


as the jessons of that conflict were / 


worked out, and the status of ‘the 
building program is not quite clear 
on the records 

Originally Four Ships. 

There were originally four ships of
